districts, their language being chiefly con- 
fined to the dry sentences and tabulated 
statistics on which the orthodox Indian 
official is suckled, yet now and again 
there is revealed by reason of the very 
strength of this same terse verbiage and 
official reticence a wealth of pathos which 
columns of vivid descriptions could 
scarcely convey. What, for instance, 
could better tell the tale of sorrow than 
the following report of the commissioner 
of Kherwnra in RujpootanaV With care- 
ful regard for the regulations governing 
communications, he abruptly commences; 

" 'Kherwara' crops practically nil; -wat- 
er, hardly any; cattle all dead; fodder 
nil; people thriftless; deud. People with 
small means at the end of their resources, 
and either on relief works or dying. 
Crime abnormal." 

With a pathetic frankness found in 
few of these gruesome documents sub- 
mitted to the Associated Press, he con- 
tinues! 

^"1 hllve tried desperately to keep tho 
Kehwara Bazaar open to all, but a 
I have only 0,000 rupees, lent my by th 
1'erwe at Darhar, with which to pur 
chase grain, I have miserably failed, 
and hundreds come to ine daily for per- 
mission to buy and have to be refused." 

From all the commissioners of the na- 
tive suites the same cry goes up. Then 
the distress and suffering is' more seven 
than in any other part of India, yet the 
native states, by the virtue of (h 
stitulion, are dependent on the British 
relief system and are not entitled to a 
share of government charity, as they 
pay no taxes for Imperial support. How- 
ever. Sir Charles Bernard, head of the 
Indian office bureau of revenue, tells the 
Associated Press the British are ad- 
vancing to these states loans, wherever 
feasible, and says they will come in for 
their full share of relief sent from the 
outa'de. Prom these commissioners of 
native states, who are only able to ad- 
vise instead of ordering the native olli- 
cials, come most distressing reports as 
to the condition of their territories not 
yet hinted at in the English newspapers; 
but throughout the harrowing documents 
are tinged with hopefulness, borne of the 
pluck that makes the Indian 
civil servant such a strenuous fighter of 
famine, plague and pestilence. One resi- 
dent of Rajpuotaun reports that the 
Dewan of Sirhoi state, with a population 
of about 18G.000, tells him that only 148 
persons died of starvation in March, yet, 
adds the resident, he has no doubt there 
have been many other deaths as tho 
direct result of insufficient nourishment. 

In the course of a cheery report, the 
President of Western Bajpootana ex- 
presses regrets that he is obliged to re- 
cord :!,lil!7 deaths as occurring in the 
famine hospitals ami poor houses in the 
comparatively small state of Marwar 
during March, while another resident 
supplements this ghastly record of whole- 
sale mortality by remarking that 
Dhualur out of 300,000 persons congr 
gated around the relief works, 1,700 
died between February 2!i and March 25 
and this has no bearing on the inroads of 
the plague of cholera. From the latter 
cause 571 died at Naghpoorc during 
.March. 

Capt. Grant, on famine duty at Mar- 
war, reports that the majority of fatal- 
ities were not preceded by any acute ill- 
ness. Old persons, weak with oedema 
of the feet, sit at the relief works all 
day long, draw their pay, cat full meals 
and die during the night. Nothing can 
be done for them; they will not go to a 
hospital. 

Cholera is spreading even at the relief 
works, while plague and cholera adds to 
the evils of the famine. There are still 
other evils mentioned in the despatches. 
These consist chiefly of the Da colts, who 
are raiding what few cattle are left, and 
the refugees who, to quote the Commis- 
sioner of Kherwara, are often from dis- 
tant villages, and have abandoned their 
children, who cannot even fell us the 
villages whence they came. They are 
supported by tho already impoverished 
people of Kherwara.

Paris, May 19. — The unexpected result 
of the Paris municipal election unfavor- 
able to the government has thrown 
France into a state of political uncer- 
tainty, which the reassembling of the 
Chamber of Deputies on Tuesday will 
help to (dear up. The opening debutes 
will show how the hostile feelings in 
Paris influenced the position of the min- 
istry in the proceedings at the Palais 
Burbot). Prior to the adjournment of 
the session it was indicated that the cab- 
inet's hold on the chamber was far from 
secure, and the slap in the face received 
may be followed by a coup de grace from 
the deputies. In any case the light in 
the municipal arena is only the curtain 
raiser to a more deadly struggle be 
tween the Nationalists and the Ministe- 
rialists within parliament, its the Na- 
tionalists, encouraged by their victory 
are determined to try a fall with Wnl- 
dcck-Kossenu at the earliest opportunity. 
The Nationalists are certain of the sup- 
port of the malcontent Republicans head- 
ed by ex-Premier Meline, who are in- 
censed ut the socialistic tint given tin 
ministerial policy by the predominant in- 
fluence of M. Milarand, and also by the 
partiality towards the Dreyfus party. 
This Meline faction of the moderate 
Republicans is a most important factor 
It was the votes of its members that 
turned the scales against the minister at 
the Paris elections. If M. Waldeck- Itos- 
seau is defeated in the chamber, M. 
Meline is looked upon as his most prob- 
able successor with a policy of appease- 
ment and the wiping out of the Dreyfus 
affair entirely off the slate. He is vehe- 
mently opposed to any resusicitntion of 
the Dreyfus agitation, after the exposi- 
tion, as is threatened by Jos. Reiuach 
and other Dreyfusards. 

M. Meline interviewed on the municipal 
elections, declares the result is a crush- 
ing defeat of the government, and doubts 
if the latter will survive the debates 
thereon. 

"It is very probable," he says, "if the 
chamber had been sitting this week it 
would already have been a minority. Its 
days are certainly numbered." 

Count Boni De Castellane will be one 
of the lirst to challenge the government 
by calling the attention of the chamber 
to the speech of Jos. Beinach intimating 
that a pact exists with the ministry 
according to which ,he Dreyfus affair 
will be revived after the exposition. The 
Nationalists speeches and attitude since 
Sunday indicate that their victory has 
had a sobering effect upon them and tin 
leaders' and organizers' counsel in muni- 
cipal policy. The fact is their victory 
came as a surprise and their electoral 
declarations were not drawn upon a view 
to immediate execution. They are now 
reluctant to create an upheaval in muni- 
cipal matters, fearing to endanger the 
success of the exposition and cause a re 
action of feeling. 

The newly elected Nationalist council- 
lors visited M. De Roulede at San Se- 
bastian and held a banquet to celebrate 
their victory. The banished President of 
the Dengue of Patriots declared he would 
say nothing to disturb the happiness of 
the country and break the truce of the 
exposition. 

Major Marehnnd, the hero of Fashodn, 
is eager to win fresh laurels. He is an 
nounced to have frequented the colonial 
olllco to entrust him with a new mission 
in Africa. Major Mart-hand since his 
return to Prance has been holding him- 
self in the background in obedince to the 
desires of the. government, and has mo- 
destly refrained from accepting oppor 
tunities to be run as a second Boulanger. 
He wishes to go to the region of Lake 
Tchad to organize the fruits of the re- 
cent French expedition ami to put 
French influence in South Africa on a 
more secure basis. 

The French authorities are in receipt 
of information indicating that trouble -is 
brewing on the southeastern borders of 
Morocco, where a holy war is being 
preached among a number of tribes who 
are concentrating in Tnfilet. This terri- 
tory is adjacent to the oasis recently oc- 
cupied by French expeditions after right- 
ing the Arabs. The French fear the 
holv war, the object of which thus far 



London, May 19.- -A special despatch 
from Molopo dated May 17, states that a 
large British force from the south suc- 
ceeded in entering Ma f eking on Wednes- 
day and that the siege was raised by the 
lloers. Their commandoes withdrawing 
eastward. 

A special despatch from Capetown 
says that the relief column as it ap- 
proached Mufeking from the south was 
attacked by a strong force of Boers, who 
were repulsed. The rear guard con- 
tinued in action for some time. Tho 
British casualties were slight. 

London, May 20. — Another Capetown 
account of the composition of 'the relief 
column says that it was constituted of 
2.000 men of the South African Light 
Dorse, the Imperial Yeomanry and Kim- 
berley Horse. It left Kimberley May 4, 
with .'{5 wagons containing stores and 
ammunition, with four guus of hor»e ar- 
tillery and two Maxims, and moved 
west along the railway without meet- 
ing opposition. At Kraipan the Boers 
fell back when attacked. 

London, May 19. — The war office has 
received the following despatch from 
Gen. Boiler, dated Newcastle, May 19: 
"(Jen. Cleary moved to Ingogo to-day 
and Ceil. Dundonald to Laing's Nek. We> 
almost caught up with the tail of the> 
enemy's column, and have captured a. 
few prisoners and wagons. 

"The men have marched very well in- 
deed. I left Ladysmith May 10, and by 
the road used am now IMS miles from 
there. The telegraph section has been 
indefatigable and the service corps has 
kept us full of rations all of the time. 
The fifth division has also done great 
service." 

London, May 19.— Mr. Spencer Wilkiu- 
son. in reviewing the situation in South 
Africa for the Associated Press at mid- 
night says: "The relief of Mufeking re- 
lieves Lord Roberts of an embarrass- 
ment. It was probably necessary fop 
him to move north from Bloemfonttcin n 
little before he was quite ready, in order- 
that his pressure on the Boers should 
prevent their reinforcing the besieged or 
detaching largely to resist the relief col- 
umn. He has now nothing to consider 
but the means of ending the war. It 
is a mere matter of time. 

"Whether the Boers stand south of 
the Vaal, on the Vaal, at Pretoria, or at 
Lvdenburg, they must be crushed, lor 
they have only between 20,000 and .'{<),- 
000 men. and Lord Roberts has, count- 
ing hist own column and those of Gen- 
erals Bundle. Bullcr, Hunter and Meth- 
nen, not less than 1)0,000, all of whom 
shortly will be ready to invade tho- 
Transvaal positions. 

"At the dates of the last telegrams 
received Lord Roberts was at Kroon- 
stad with his mounted troops spread out 
some forty or fifty miles en either Hank. 
Gen. Bundle was- at Clocolan ready to- 
raove on Ficksburg and drive back the- 
Free Staters, who in diminished numbers 
still hold the field; Hunter was at Four- 
teen Streams with his advance guard at 
Christiana, and Buller's advance guard 
was at Laing's Nek. with his leading 
infantry division at Ingogo, a march in 
the rear. 

"General Buller's advance to Laing's 
Nek unopposed is important, for it shows 
that the Boers are demoralized, and pos- 
sibly it means that Oen. Buller will get 
through the mountains into the Trans- 
vaal without serious opposition, in which- 
case resistance made to him before he 
reaches Heidleberg or Middleburg. 

A despatch from Pietormnritzburg' 
savs: "The occupation of Newcastle by 
General Buller has caused great jubila- 
tion. The magistrate and staff, mayor 
and the corporation, have left for New- 
castle. Mnnv fleeing Boers have gone 
to the Free State by Mailer's Pass. 
Others have gone to Wakkorslroom. 
Most of them, however, have gone north 
iis a disorganized mob." 

A despatch from Wynberg dated 7>iay 
10 says: Gen. Bundle reached Trom- 
mel. 28 miles from here, on Friday, tra- 
versing mountainous country. Com- 
mandant, Olivier's commando is several 
davs ahead of him, but stray patrols of 
Boers are watching Bundle's move- 
ments.

London, May 39.— A Capetown des- 
patch, uuder to-day's date, says the re- 
lief: force entered Mafeking unopposed, 
the siege having been already raised. The 
relief column, which left Kimberley se- 
cretly, passed the Taungs and Veyburg 
districts without encountering the Fed- 
erals. 

Col. 1!. T. Mnhon, who. it is under- 
stood, commanded the relief column, 
served in the Dongola and Nile expedi- 
tions with General kitchener. 

Loudon, .May 10.— Further confirma- 
tion of the various reports of the relief 
was received to-day in a despatch from 
Lorenzo Marques, under to-day's date, 
announcing that Mafeking had been re- 
lieved.

The opening of 
business was delayed owing to the ex- 
citement, but the jubilant stock brokers 
had little inclination for business and 
amused themselves by connecting by 
telephone through the Paris bourse so 
that the singing of "God Save the 
Queen" might be heard there. 

A To Deuni service was hold in St. 
Paul's this afternoon. The Lord Mayor 
and the sheriffs had intended to be pre- 
sent at the service, but they were forced 
to telephone that it would be hopeless 
for them to attempt to leave the Mau- 
stofi House which was besieged by an 
impassable crowd. 

One of the most curious processions 
of the day was formed by some hun- 
dreds of South Kensington art students 
of both sexes, headed by mounted khaki- 
clod comrades.

The ore shipments from the Le Roi 
mine this week have again passed its 
previous record, the total being 4,030 
tons. This brings the total for the year 
to date up to L'S.iCT.l ton* for the Le Roi, 
and 48,001 for the whole camp. While 
the tonnage shipped is increasing from 
week to week, the development of the 
ore bodies in the Le Roi is pot being 
neglected. In fact, shipments are a sec- 
ondary consideration, the exploration of 
the initio and development of the ore 
chutes coming lirst and the machinery 
is being worked to its maximum capacity.

Russia's Breach of Faith in K 
Brbsiag a Crisis. 

London, May 19.— The successful turn 
that affairs have tnken in South Africa 
is fortunate for Lord Salisbury, as Ins 
foreign administration bad threatened^ to 
become an all too prominent topic. The 
news that Russia had secured n coal 
depot in Korea, as announced May 18, 
in a despatch to the Times from Pekiu, 
has raised a storm of indignation and 
many of the Conservative organs have 
declared that this is merely another un- 
fortunate instance of the Premier's ad- 
ministration of British interests in the 
•Far East. Among those who study ques- 
tions, the belief obtains that Russia's 
latest move is a dire*et breach of con- 
tract with und a blow against Great Bri- 
tain and Japan which brings these na- 
tions face to face with a grnve_ crisis 
which pusillanimous diplomacy will nei- 
ther end nor lueiul. The Globe, for in- 
stance, openly advocates the immediate 
sending of a powerful fleet to Korea and 
bluntly demanding that Russia forego 
the advantages she is alleged to have 
secured in contravention with the agree- 
ments of 1881. However, though the im- 
portant organs are in a bad humor over 
the matter it is said on good authority 
thai Lord Salisbury lias too keen an ap- 
preciation of Great Britain's present 
trouble to take any alarming action in 
the immediate future and thai she only 
contemplates diplomatic enquiries and 
passive aid to .latum in the protests she 
u ill doubtlessly make.

Neither Kimberley nor Ladysmith ap- 
pealed to their sympathies as did Mafe- 
kiug. The coineidei.ee of the news of 
Mat'eking's safely arriving in England 
on the very day to which Lord Roberts 
asked Col. Baden-Powell to In. Id out, 
added to the general feeling of wide- 
spread satisfaction ami popular conn 
deuce in the commander-in-chief. 

In South Africa there is a great do 
uinnd for the cartoon published in Punch 
entitled "The Eleventh Hour," in which 
Col. Baden-Powell is drawing the at- 
tention of Mafekiug, depicted as a wan- 
faced woman, to a telegram posted on a 
wall and reading: -Hold on till the 
18th.— Roberts." 

Col. Baden-Powell is reported as say- 
ing "All right, hurry up, Roberts is a 
man of his word." 

Had Lord Roberts allowed Mafekiug 
lo fall, all the sweeping victories in tin 
world would not have wiped out tin 
stain that in the eyes of the populace 
would thereby be attached to his record. 
While Mafekiug itself is of small import- 
ance, the relief of that place must natur- 
ally have a great moral effect adversely 
on I he Boers, and bp most satisfactory 
to the British.

CLOSE UP THE RANKS. 



We were told a month or so ago that 
the Cotton party would have a ticket in 
the field in every constituency; also that 
Mr. Wilson would have straight Con- 
servative candidates everywhere. We 
are now only a week away from nomina- 
tion, and the Cottoniies and the Wilson- 
ites are almost conspicuous by their ab- 
sence. Of opposition candidates there is 
j mil contingent. The lesson of this 
if! that those persons who, like the Col- 
onist, declined to sanction any political 
movement headed by Mr. Cotton and 
who opposed the introduction of federal 
issues in the campaign correctly diag 
nosed public opinion in the province. If 
the policy of the Semlin government had 
met with public endorsntion, nothing 
could have kept, candidates in support of 
it out of the field; if there had been any 
general demand for "party lines," the ef- 
forts put forward by this paper and tin 
few persons who actively backed it lip 
would not have heen sufficient to prevent 
i\n- mass of the people from nominating 
candidates on federal lines. In referring 
to this we have a special object in view, 
namely, to point out that the nomina- 
tions, as far as they have goue, show the 
dominant feeling in the province to he 
in favor of the overthrow of Martinisin 
•js a primary issue, and that all other 
considerations occupy an extremely sub- 
ordinate place. We wish to drive this 
fact home. U is plain now that a 
straight Conservative movement in pro- 
vincial politics would have failed utter- 
ly. It i< plain enough now thai the 
great mass of the people see nothing in 
the record of the Semlin party that calls 
for i heir endorsntion. What, then, is 
he use of keeping up any fictions on the 
subject'.'

We leave our coutetuipornry to recon- 
cile these contradictory statements. Once 
it is admitted that Mr. Martin is respon- 
sible for the dismissal of the Turner min- 
istry, he of necessity becomes responsible 
for the most egregious instance of per- 
sonal government on record iu Canada. 
If we had time we could easily demon 
strate from the World's own editorial 
columns that the dismissal of the Turner 
ministry was a gross violation of the 
constitution, a revolutionary departure 
fn.ni responsible government and an as- 
•ertion of personal prerogative without 
parallel lii t anadinn history. 

The strangest part, of the World's ar- 
ticle is its apparent sincerity in thinking 
that tin' assumption ot certain responsi- 
bilities by Mr. Martin takes the subject 
matter of such responsibilities out of the 
region of discussion. Eighteen mouths 
ago the World stood staunchly beside 
the Colonist in denouncing the act of the 
Lieutenant-Governor in dismissing Mr. 
Turner. It used to print with hearty 
endorsement the Colonist editorials on 
the subject, ami the length of those edi- 
torials was never too great for the 
World's space. Then it also used to print 
vigorous remarks of its own on the same 
subject, which the Colonist took great 
pleasure in reproducing. What change 
has come over the spirit of the World's 
dream'.' We could understand wny it 
defends the dismissal of the Semlin gov- 
ernment, for we have done the same 
tiling. We can understand how it may 
hnvo become enamored of Mr. Martin as 
the opponent of Mr. Cotton and have 
.given him its support, although its ac- 
ceptance of Mr. Martin's platform is 
rather staggering. But what we cannot 
understand is how the World can now 
defend the dismissal of Mr. Turner. V 
it must do so, or oppose Mr. Martin, for 
that gentleman's responsibility for the 
acts of the Lieutenant-Governor dates 
from that dismissal, ^hich he as well as 
Mr. Semlin became responsible for when 
they accepted office. 

We may add for the edification of the 
World that Mr. Martin represents per- 
sonal government' because be must bear 
the responsibility of an act which the 
World itself properly characterized a^ 
one of personal government. This is one 
reason why we say that Mr. Martin does 
not represent Liberal principles in local 
politics, whatever he may represent in 
federal politics, and why we think the 
World is false to the principles of Cana- 
dian Liberalism when it undertakes U 
give its support to Mr. Martin. If our 
contemporary can squirm out of this per 
sition we would like to see how it will 
set about doing so. 



contiruiation iu contemporary history. 
JospphuH mentions Jesus, but it is claim- 
ed that the paragraph on the subject is 
an interpolation. There is a little, but 
very little else that can be cited from or- 
dinary history to show that such a person 
lived. At first sight this may seem ex- 
traordinary, and to cast doubt upon the 
l rust worthiness of the Gospel narratives. 
But ou reflection it will be seen to be 
otherwise. According to the Gospel ac- 
counts the career of Jesus was very 
short. Looking back nineteen hundred 
years wo may naturally feel surprised 
that what tills so much of the horizon ot 
mankind now should have escaped no- 
tice at its beginning; but let us try and 
grasp contemporary conditions, and sur- 
prise will vanish. News travelled slowly 
in the days of the Caesars. If any one 
had thought it worth while to tell in 
Rome the story of the work done by 
Jesus in distant Jerusalem it would 
scarcely have attracted any attention. If 
He had headed a rebellion against 
Roman authority, some notice would 
have been paid to the matter, but this 
He studiously avoided. Iu fact II 
structed His Disciples to render unto 
Caesar the things which were Caesar'*, 
lie made a commotion among the Jewish 
priesthood, but to the Kotuan historian 
ibis would be a mutter of sublime iudif- 
feretiee. ..Nineteen hundred years ago 
great events were stirring the world of 
which Home was mistress, and very few 
people iu positions of responsibility would 
think it worth while to give a moment's 
passing thought to such stories as those 
recorded in the Gospels, As for the 
Crucifixion, the execution of people for 
all manner of reasons was much too 
common a thing to attract any notice 
except from those connected with the 
unfortunate victims. As for the Resur- 
rection, tho explanation that His llis- 
ciples stole the body would be received 
fiieu just as it would be received now. 
Even Thomas did not believe this story 
until In; bed received physical demonstra- 
tion of its correctness; so it is not a mat- 
ter of surprise that if others heard it, 
who could have made a record of it, they 
dismissed it as incredible. We have the 
only possible evidence of the Resurrection 
iu the accounts given by those who could 
have known of its truth and who testi- 
fied to the absolute nature of their convic- 
tions by dying for their faith in Him. 

In view of these and 'other considera- 
tions it is of especial interest that an in- 
scription has been brought to light which 
purports to contain the words of Jesus as 
delivered to a contemporary outside the 
family of Apostleo, a contemporary who 
does not appear ever to have become as- 
sociated with the Christian organization. 
We do not suggest that the Gospels need 
any such confirmation, but somehow their 
story seems the more real when- we learn 
that the King of Edessa received a let- 
ter from Jesus and esteemed it no high- 
ly that he caused it to be inscribed upon 
a tablet of stone.

The case of Haney Gaut, who is charged 
with tlie theft of a watch ami chain from 
IV Olsen, was remanded until to-morrow. 
No less than 14 arrests were made by the 
police on Friday evening, mostly sailors 
and marines charged with being drunk 
and disorderly, but these were consider- 
ately let go in view of the fact that there 
was some excuse for their misdemeanors. 
The desire of a number of bluejackets to 
get possession of an elllgy of Paul 
Krtlger resulted in a little disturbance 
in the early hours of Saturday morning, 
and Scrgt. Redgrave found it necessary 
to effect several arrests, though not 
without severe scuffling.

Mr. Dvrnsmuir's ad- 
dress to the electors follows: 

Gentlemen: At the request of many of 
the electors I have consented to stand as 
n candidate for your district, and I 
pledge myself, as far as possible; to carry 
out the following platform: 

1st. My policy will be to do all I can 
for the progress of the province of Brit- 
ish Columbia, and I will support a gov- 
ernment that iia.s these ends in view.

The regula- 
tion of the hours of labor should be left 
(u the employers ami employees, but I 
am in favor of eight hours being con- 
stituted a day's won; in metalliferous 
and cotil mines, or any underground 
work. 1 do not think it right for the 
government or 'legislature to interfere 
with the men if they desire to work over- 
time. 

Tib. 1 think it advisable that 'all un- 
derground managers should pass an ex- 
amination. 

Sth. As tar as I am concerned, I will 
do away with all Chinese labor in the 
coal mines under my control, just as soon 
as I am able to get white men to replace 
them. 1 am paying Chinese miners the 
same rate of wages as I am paying white 
miners, but in the interest of the coun- 
try I am quite willing to replace them 
by white labor. 

Uth. If 1 am elected, I shall do all I 
can to advance the interests of your dis- 
trict, and the province generally.

mittee rooms to-night and asked if it was 
his intention to retire from the Martin 
ticket. Mr. Macpherson said he had no 
intention of retiring; that if the people 
wished to retire him on the? Oth of June 
they could do so, but that he had no in- 
tention of backing out of the position he 
had taken. A prominent gentleman 
standing near Mr. Macpherson said that 
Mr. Macpherson bad made a slip of the 
tongue at the big Martin meeting, but 
his friends knew whore he was and 
would stand linn. All those questioned 
expressed ignorance of any row having 
taken place between Martin and Mac- 
pherson. Stories of such a row, how- 
ever, are still persistently circulated, al- 
though they cannot be traced." 

The Vancouver Province discussing 
Mr. MacphcrBon's statement at the pub- 
lic meeting, when he denounced Martin, 
says: 

"Mr. Macpherson was unexpectedly 
frank last evening in bis references to 
Mr. Martin and Mr. Brown. It was 
very generally suspected that the ex- 
member had nor lose the bad opinion 
of the Premier to which he gave such 
free expression in the House last ses- 
sion, but no one would have supposed 
that he would repeat that expression of 
opinion at a Martin meeting, and in the 
Premier's presence. Mr. Macpherson 
could have meant nothing else- by his 
words of last night than that he has no 
confidence in Mr. Martin now than he 
had when he publicly accused him of 
gross treachery and untruthfulness. He 
had insisted on Mr. Brown being a mem- 
ber of the cabinet before he could con- 
sent to' accept a Martinite nomination, 
because he wanted an honest and up- 
right man in the ministry — one man in 
whom he could trust. Mr. Macpherson 
does well not to place any eonfidnce in 
the Premier, but he places a mighty 
premium on his own innocence when he 
professes the belief that the presence of 
Mr. Brown in the cabinet would supply 
a sulllcient corrective for the crookedness 
of which he believes Mr. Martin capable, 
lie will find very many people to join 
him in the opinion he entertains of the 
man who leads the ministry and heads 
the ticket of which he consented to be- 
come a member "on conditions." There 
are very few Indeed who will endorse his 
idea that the presence of Mr. Brown is 
enough to rehabilitate the government 
from a moral point of- view."

Mr. C. K. Hawkins, general manager 
! of the White Pass & Yukon railway, 
| was in the city. He has just returned 
j from a trip as far as White Ilorse, and 
■ expressed himself as greatly pleased with 
! the progress of the work on the exten- 
sion to the railway and the mining and 
' business prospects. The first fourteen 
miles of the extension along the shore 
of Lake Bennett is very heavy rock 
work, and it will be August 1 before 
trains can run over this section. The sec- 
tion from Caribou to White Horse will 
be operated shortly after June 1, a ferry 
service being maintained between Bennett 
and Caribou until the section along the 
lake has been completed. The distance 
from Skagwny to Bennett is 27 miles; 
from Bennett, to Caribou is liT miles; 
from Caribou to White Horse -14 miles, 
mi that the railway will be close on 100 
miles in length. -Mr. Hawkins express- 
ed himself as greatly pleased with the 
work done, ami said that with the road- 
bed provided for them by Mr. Heney'a 
company, trains between Caribou and 
White Horse could travel forty miles an 
hour. 

"Within eight days after Lake Bennett 
opens so that we can get the barges car- 
rying our steel into Cariboo," he said, 
"the extension will be completed into 
White Horse. The two (J00 feet trestles 
are finished, and track laid to a point 
several miles beyond. We have steel 
there to complete the truck to within 
twenty miles of White Ilorse, where 
tracklayiug will stop until we can get 
our rails to the front. With the Honey 
barge, we have three barges In Uennett 
that we will send to Caribou with rails 
as soon as the lake opens. By August 
1 trains will he running through from 
Skagwuy to While Horse without 
change." 

A barge carrying two engines, two 
passenger coaches and a steam shovel for 
the company left Vancouver yesterday, 
and five more engines will follow short- 
ly. The passenger conches and one of 
the engines will DC sent to Caribou as 
soon as the ice goes out of the Jakes. 
Material is nlso going forward for the 
drawbridge to be erected at Caribou. 

The company hHVe greatly increased 
their .facilities for handling freight at 
both Bennett and Skugway, and can 
handle four times the amount they could 
last .year. 

The business outlook, Mr. Hawkins 
said, was very encouraging. The out- 
put.-of Klondike will be greater than 
ever; there is a large amount of hydrau- 
licink and prospecting for qunrtz in At- 
lin; the richnefs of the quartz at White 
Ilorse bus been proved aud the discover- 



ies at Koyukok, Big Salmon and else- 
where has greatly extended the known 
gold bearing belt. The copper properties 
have turned out better than the most sen- 
guine expected. Six claims were work- 
ed during the winter, and several of 
them have from 00 to 100 tons of ore on 
the dumps. The first shipment to the 
smelter will be made in June. To en- 
courage the development of these mines 
the railway company have offered to ad- 
vance to the shippers the charges to the 
smelter, this of course on ores the as- 
says of which would justify it. The 
tariff will be a graded one, fixed by the 
value of the ores. Speaking of the gen- 
erosity of the company in this matter, 
the Bennett Sun says: 

"The new tariff on ore over the W. 1'. 
& Y. route, besides showing the business- 
like disposition of the railway company, 
is calculated to be of inestimable value to 
the prospectors of the district, and will 
ensure the speedy recognition from the 
outside world of the mineral wealth of 
Cassiar and White Ilorse. The railway 
company has so far interested itself in 
the matter as to offer the guarantee of all 
smelting aud shipping charges on ore 
sent from these parts. They will ac- 
cept the delivery of ore at any point 
aloug its route, for transportation to 
any of the coast smelters of British Col- 
umbia or Washington. For instance, a 
miner can offer at the Bennett depot a 
five-ton experimental shipment of ore; 
this will be carried by the W. P. & Y. 
to the desired smelter at a total cost of 
$12.50 per ton. 

"It is generally known throughout the 
district that we have immense bodies of 
rich mineral deposits, many of which 
have been located by persons with no 
further capital than their labor, and it 
is to these men that the railway com- 
pany's offer will be practically gratify- 
ing. 

"The railway company will also give 
a large rebate on present tariff to per- 
sons shipping any considerable amount of 
ore. and it seems to be the desire of the 
genera! manager of 'he road to assist in 
all possible ways the early development 
of our district's mineral wealth, tit the 
same tune securing a large carrying 
business lor his company." 

Mr. Hawkins said last evening that the 
ore was very rich. The Boruite ore 
want from 50 to (10 per cent, copper, 
with some silver and a little gold, anil on 
the Anaconda, near the Babbit's Foot, 
qunrtz had been struck carrying copper 
and gold to the value of $8 a ton. The 
ore belt extends from n point ,'tVi miles 
north and west of the town to a point 
10 miles south and west, and is already 
15 miles in length. There is some talk 
of a matting plant being erected, and in 
all probability the summer's work will 
justify this. 

Mr. Hawkins returned to the Sound 
this morning and will leave shortly for 
the North, to be away a month. 

It is expected that the ice will he out 
of Lake Bennett by May 2't aud that 
the Yukon will be open to navigation on 
Juiim 1.

The Canadian Pacific railroad will proceed 
without further dclny ti> erect new build- 
ings In Xelsou and rearrange its yards at 
•au outlay of $70,000 to $100,000. says the 
Nelson Tribune. This decision Is the direct 
outcome of general manager MeNIeholl's 
visit to the city and his conference here 
with general superintendent Marpole and 
superintendent Troup. The matter has been 
under consideration for many months, but 
It was nol until yesterday that a final con- 
clusion was reached. 

While in the city, K. Marpole, general 
Buperlutemlent of the C. P. K. for the 
Pacific division, stated that trains would 
be run over the Balfour extension three 
months hence, and thnt the Initial ship- 
ment of rails for the branch would be for- 
warded as soon as he returned to the Coast. 
The rails for the road are those being taken 
from the main line and replaced with SO- 
pound rails. Following the same line, Mr. 
Marpole remarked that a settlement of the 
negotiations between the C. P. It. and the 
Nelson & Fort Sheppard road regarding 
the section between Nelson and Five Mile 
Point, might be looked for lu a couple of 
weeks —Nelson Tribune. 

According to the Rossland Miner at no 
period lu the history of the Le Iloi has more 
ore been In sight than at the present mo- 
ment. New ore bodies have been found 
and are being connected up , which conclu- 
sively proves that the bottom of this mine 
Is by no means reached. It was subl not 
long since by the "man on the street" that 
the workings on the 000- root level had 
proven barren of results. This Is not the 
case, the ore bodies above this level have 
been' found upon It, and stoplng Is as much 
In order on tills as on other levels. Within 
this week a new body has been found here, 
and within a month a fine shoot was en- 
countered on the 000.

man attempted to throw a bag over his 
bead. The ostrich quickly turned, deal- 
ing the boat a stroke with his foot which 
completely overturned it. throwing its 
occupants into several feet of water. One 
man, who could not swim, was rescued 
the ] with much difficulty, and did not regain 
the 1 consciousness for several hours. Iu the 
meantime "Bob Hitzsimmons" reached 
the shore, and started across the country 
with another gang of men hot after him. 
He made for East Toronto, and ran into 
the Grand Trunk yards there. Several 
railway men joined in the pursuit, and 
big "Bob" was finally cornered between 
two fences and u large pile of iron rails. 
A big railway man, who was anxious to 
cover himself with glory, made 11 dash at 
the ostrich and attempted to throw his 
arms around its neck. 

Just as his hands touched the birds 
feathers he was stopped by a stroke from 
the iron claw, and wns picked up a min- 
ute afterwards sore and bleeding from 
the place he fell on the other side of the 
iron rails. 

The ostrich again started off, and en- 
tered a large ploughed field. On reach- 
ing the open space the great bird rushed 
down the field fnster than a horse could 
gallop. He soon came to grief, how- 
ever. At the end of the field was n bard 
wire fenre, into which he dashed full 
speed, cutting and tearing his skin in 
several places. The barbed wires held 
him fast, while a nearby farmer threw 
a rope over his head, and captured him. 

One of the barbs made a wound in 
bis neck several inches long, and the 
bird, which is of great value, is not ex- 
pected to live.

A SPLENDID STRUCTURE. 

The Quebec Bridge Will Be One of th< 
Greatest of the Kind in the World. 

Philadelphia 
just given to 
the Phoenix Bridge Company, of Phne- 
nixville, Pa., for the Quebec bridge, says: 
" This bridge will be one of the greatest 
structures of the kind in the whole world 
and will excel the great Tay bridge in 
Scotland in weight, height aud length of 
span. The bridge will be loO feet above 
the St. Lawrence, aud with approaches 
Will be about 4,000 feet long. It will be 
constructed iu three spans— two lateral 
of (iOO feet each and u central one of 
1.S00. This will be the longest span of 
any bridge in the world, and an idea of 
the magnitude of the work can be gained 
by considering that it will support a 
dead weight of 10,000 tous on n length 
of 1,800 feet and a hci.slit above the 
water of 150 feet. The bridge will be 
70 feet wide and will carry four railway 
tracks, two carriageways nud a promen- 
ade. The cost of the enterprise will 
approximately be ?4,000,000, and 27,000 
.tons of steel, besides thousands of tons 
of other material, will be employed. 
The Carnegie Company was amoug the 
tenderers. The bridge will be com- 
pleted in three years, and as the engi- 
neers have already completed the plans, 
work on the structure will commence 
immediately. The successful tenderers 
will find it necessary to enlarge their 
works and install no,v machinery, while 
the transportation of the material from 
Phoenixville to Quebec will require 
specially strong cars. The steel work 
will be erected under the direction of

A bull in a china shop never caused 
such excitement as was created in East 
Toronto a couple of days ago by a mad 
ostrich. "Hob Fitzsimmons," the big 
gest bird in Mr. Lundy's ostrich farm 
and tlie surprise and everlasting won- 
der of every child who visits Munro 
park in the summer time, broke out of 
the enclosure in which he was confined, 
nnd in spite of strenuous efforts to cap- 
ture him was at liberty for several hours. 
In his mad race, which extended two 
miles* southward in the lake nnd several 
miles over the land, he knocked two men 
completely out and precipitated four 
others into the icy waters of the lake, one 
of whom was nearly drowned. The bird 
was not caught until he hud sustained 
what will probably be fatal iujuries to 
himself. 

"Bob FitzslmmoBB" is a beautiful 
specimen of an ostrich and weighs 
more than 300 pounds. When his es- 
cape was noticed, his keepers and sev- 
eral other workmen who are putting the 
park in shape for the summer promptly 
gave chase. This frightened tlie big fel- 
low, however, and he refused to go back 
to his house. He was finally cornered, 
but as his pursuers were about to close 
in on him he let out with one of his tre- 
mendous claws and knocked one of the 
men over like a log. Again the bird 
started off, nnd making for the lake 
plunged iu, and swam straight out from 
shore. A boat was quickly manned by 
four men, and the pursuit continued.

Bloemfouteln, April 0.— The most Inter- 
esting thing about our stay In Blocmfonteln 
Is the fact that we are among the Boers. 

We enter a shop, and the tailor, or chem- 
ist, or whatever he may 1>e, tells us that he 
fought us all in Methuen's battles. We ..'all 
at a town dwelling or a country cottage, 
and find that thy man of the establishment 
has Just given up his rille to the British 
and come back to his home and family. We 
enter into conversation with a man In the 
street and suddenly discover that he Is 
telling us just the things we did not know 
about some light of which we had thought 
we know rather too much. 

The few sore-headed an. J over-noisy men 
who are disposed tn keep the trouble going 
(they were mainly Germans) have either 
run away or are being sent to Capetown, 
and we are all dwelling together as brothers 
la amity. 

tt took a little time and some severity 
1o bring us to this even tenor of coneo,^ 
A tew arrests, n Tew fleeings, a few gentle 
blnis to leave, and It was dor, . Some 
women, mostly Germans ngaU, are under 
stood to be inning treason to their own 
voices. 1 know of one who creeps out of 
doors when she Is obliged to go, but shud 
ders at the sight of the. hated British, and 
tells us so— but we are only fighting men 
with Mausers. 

All lias been and Is just what was to 
have been expected, and yet we cannot 
help being a little surprised. We hav 
not, even now, become quite used to seeing 
loose-bodied, blg-hatted Boers Hipping flown 
In their saddles. In twos and threes, In the 
streets— and neither snooting at us. nor be- 
ing shot at. Personally. I admit that I 
cannot get used to being with them and 
having them tell me about their people anil 
doings In the win— they are so "slim" 
(tricky), so bent on saying whatever they 
think you want them to say. so generally 
and so deeply unprincipled. 

I met one yesterday who Is of English 
stock, and therefore a bit more bellevabl 
He said that he had been In Schumann 
commando down at Rensburg. This was 
a most peculiar commando, he said, anil 
was lojfkcd upon by all Boers as of very 
little use or respectability, because It was 
all made up or English, Irish, Scotch and 
American men who had no dislike for the 
English, and no Intention to kill any If they 
could help It. He said his comrades were 
all very like himself, men with farms nnd 
houses, wive sand children, and were bur- 
ghers years before the war. 

In order to save their property and pro- 
tect their families from Insult tfcay took 
up arms when they were ordered to do so. 
He told me that only about 1.700 Transvaal 
Boers had been lighting In the Free State 
(we captured nearly 4,0001 that there were 
not above twenty or thirty foreign mer- 
cenaries in the Free State forces— which Is 
ry likely to be true— and that there wore 
not more than a thousand mercenaries In 
tile Transvaal army. He called the mer- 
cenaries "auxiliaries" and when I asked 
lilni wliy he did so, he said It was because 
were not paid, and therefore could 
not be called mercenaries. 

I wonder whether I have over written In 
my notno of the Boers ho wit Is said that 
they compute their losses In battle? 

Everyone In Tngland knows, of course, 
that eight Is the largest number of klBed 
which tht'y have ever reported, that "two 
killed" Is the usual admission, nnd that; 
their reports of each battle usually end. 
with the sentence: "The English (lend col 
vored the ground." or "Thousands of Ting-. 
Hsh and Gourkhns, were seen dead on the 
Held as we retired to take up a 'better po-j 
sltlon?' The explanation of n -part or this 
perverse mistreatment of the facts Is This:— 
When n battle Is closing the Boer rommnn-j 
dant begins in look the dead over. 

"Who is this?" lie asks, as he comes t • f 
a body.

Stopping by a second body he aRksi 
"Whose body is that?" He Is told that It 
is n-nother Swede— or a Hollander— or 
Frenchman. "Bury him," lie says. 

Over a third body he Is told that the! 
remains are those of a Johannesburg m'inerj 
"Bury him." Is his reply. 

When he reaches the next corpse he en- 
quires whose it Is, nnd Is Informed that 
"It Is the body of young Plet Yandofbtle." 

"One killed." he remnrks, making a note 
with Ills pencil on n piece of paper. "Tell 
his people in the commando whore they 
can find his body to take It away." 

This is done, for rfs I have said, to die 
In linttle among the Boers Is almost like 
dying at home. Each mail has fighting 
beside and around him his rather, uncles, 
or lirothers, or cousins, and these look after 
him us decently as they can— even riding 
off to the dead man's home with bis body, 
If It is possible. 

It still -appears that what we used rti 
hear about t he 'independence of enon pfi 
vnte soldier in a commnndo 'is very true 
The Boers who are around us here -all say 
that there Is no -discipline, ns we under- 
stand the term, in their ranks. A man 
chooses Ills own place la the Bner i'msli 
In battle. Tie lights or not. ns lie plea 
He even leaves his commando anil goes; 
home when he Is tired of the war or when 
he funks under fire. Plenty of Boers have' 
returned to fhi'lr homes already, hut It ls| 
admitted that the guying they get flroni; 
their neighbors Is apt to be scarcely less 
endurable than the ftsir hey felt In battle.

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A California Resident Shows the Dis- 
advantages ',of That State for 
Tliffir Settlement.

(To Editor of Montreal Witness.) 
Sir, — In your issue of April 10 ap- 
pears a telegram announcing the depar- 
ture of a number of Doukhobors from 
Manitoba to southern California to work 
at fifty cents a day. 1 would advise them 
to stay where thy arc My sixteen years' 
residence in southern California enables 
tne, I believe, to tender them good nd- 
Vice. The powers that are working thu 
scheme to get these settlers away from 
Canada are the railways, employment 
agents and beet sugar syndicates, who 
look only to their own interests. The 
wage offered them is so absurdly low 
that even Chinamen, Mexicans and chil- 
dren' of poor white people reject it, and 
i£ these poor Doukhobors are so foolish 
as to leave Canada for these parts they 
will be sorry for it, atid wish they had 
never left their northern homes. White 
laborers, Chinamen, Mexicans, etc., who 
constitute the labor forces of the huge 
beet sugar factories nere, get from S 1 , A » 
to $2.50 a day.

It uwiy be 
too cold during some part of the year in 
Manitoba for these hardy peoplo^-but to 
collie to southern California or to any 
other part of California, as the case muj 
lie, is only getting nut uf the frying-pan 
into the lire. They would find 'Califor- 
nia too dry, and in the Hummer too hot 
in the interior. If they have hoaltn and 1 
strength to work in Canada thoir friends 
should do all they can to .persuade 
them to stay, for it 'in really to their in- 
terests to cio so, ami cruelty to persuade 
them to leave that country, which mostly 
resembles the one .'they came from -in 
climate, agriculture, etc. The only tier- 
ties who will gain oy this -exodus of 
Doukhobors are the railway 'companies, 
licet sugar factorio < and "employment 
agents, who have t.' ne least .pity for the 
unfortunate. 

Southern Califon iia is a .paradise for 
those who are iti f< -oble health and.'have 
the means to buy a home, but for the 
poor laborer, depending on -his work foi 
a living, it is not 'trhat iutoresteil parties 
represent it to be. We have already more 
laborers than we can lind .work at living 
wages. 

Only a few weeks ugo -the papers of 
Los Angeles ann'ounccd the arrival there 
of delegates frojc i Manitoba of the Douk- 
hobors seeking large tracts of land for 
colonization. railways showed them 

every attention and carried them about 
tii see the lauds the .railways had for 
.sale. Tin' delfffti.tes came when we bad 
uur rains, aud.th e counts}*" was then love- 
ly with its nuuncle of green and flowers 
in mid-wintter. The beet lields were 
just startiug,.an d some -show of business 
was made in th o factories. The Doulc- 
.hobors were *ap <ti vated. -They said they 
had at lust foun d then .earthly paradise. 
They hastened back to .Manitoba to pro- 
claim the good news. If they had come 
just now (April! 101 they would hardly 
.know the place. No raiu. has fallen since 
they were here, and all is parched and 
dried up— all the land .that-has not Irri- 
gation facilities. The beets near the 
• coast are doing' fairly .well. -with the help 
of ocean fogs, but iulund the thing is dif- 
ferent,— bailey is only .a .few .inches high 
and quite dried up, and used for pasture. 
To judge .the land during, a brief wet 
winter is very deceptive. They should 
see it in Jhe summer, »v_heu one can 
Judge a.s .Uv the moisture in the soil that 
will sustain vegetation. Lhave always 
Advised friends to buy .land that litis 
water to irrigate, and uot depend on the 
rains for crops. This is tin? third year 
ix»f defective rain fall, .and poor crops 
are the result. All our fruit orchards 
which produce enormous returns are ir- 
rigated tiie. year round nt great expense. 
These lauds are high in price, ranging 
fjom $200 to .$1,000 an new. No doubt 
XJie poor Doukhoborj were shown rail- 
way lands, at $1.25 an acre, and were 
astonished .at the cheapness, but such 
lauds are dear at any price unless used 
IVjr mining. or stock raising, that require 
much capital, 

1 am prompted to write .thus in the 
hfpe thai it will save some poor people 
from suffering and disappointment. Let 
the truth he .known. Southern Califor- 
nia, as weJJ .us Canada, will .he benefited 
by J 1 illy the Haiti) being told in such mat- 
lent The Witness may have some rend- 
ers -among the Doukhobors, and I hope 
liiis letter mi(y meet their eye and help 
to ecllghtcn them. .'J'. \v.
